Green Belt Law 
Is Discussed 
By Assessor 


Florida Statutes Chapter 
193.11 and 193.201 comprise 
the controversial legislative 
enactments commonly called 
the “Green Belt Law." The 
Florida Supreme Court has 
ruled there is no conflict be- 
tween these sections of Chap- 
ter 193 and the so-called "just 
value law" of Chapter 193.021 
applicable to all property, 
both real and personal 

The advantage of the Green 
Belt Law is that it gives a tax 
break to legitimate farmers by 
assessing their acreage at less 
value than similar land being 
held for development. 

But the law has built-in in- 
equities 

Even a legitimate farmer 
can sell acreage at a high price 
for development, while ап 
owner of similarly undevelop- 
ed land pays higher taxes be- 
fore selling his. In this case 
the farmer gets both the pro- 
fits of the land sale, and a tax 
break in the years prior to 
such sale. 

A member of the 
County Agricultural Associa- 
tion claims the Green Belt 
Law is even unfair to farmers 
and calls for legislative relief. 

He proposes “liberal special 
agricultural tax treatment,” not 
only to those who make their 
living farming, but to anyone 
who owns undeveloped acre- 
age and uses it for agricultural 
production. 

Opponents of such a pro- 
posal claim anyone could put 
à few cattle on several acres 
of land while waiting for an 
offer from a land developer. 

Specifically, the Green Belt 
Law requires only that all 
land used for bona fide agri- 
cultural purposes be assessed 
as acreage based on its agri- 
cultural use, even if such land 
is in a subdivision or real es- 
tate development. 

It cites agricultural purposes

The problem of air pollution in 
"can communities and metro- 
s has increased to the 

point where, in 1966, it is calculat- 
ed that some 145 million tons 
poison gas and debris will 
»een released into the air ove 
country — a some 20 million ton 
rise in three years. Despite this 
bleak picture, and the forecasts 
that air pollution will get worse be- 
fore it gets better, progr in un- 
derstandii and controlling the 
causes of air pollution is being 
made on many fronts. 

Actually, pollution is due pri- 
marily to atmospheric inversions 
and materials being burned: gaso- 
line in c coal and oil in homes 
and factories, trash and garbage 
in incinerators and dumps. Most 
people recognize it as the haz 
ket of smog which hovers 
areas when the wind isn't strong 
enough to blow it away. But, the 
fact is that four fifths of al! air 
pollution is invisible — most of it 
odorless — revealing there is more 
to the problem than meets the eye, 
nose or throat 

In-most metropolitan areas, 
pollution eontrol districts have been 
formed and have maintained con- 
trol and surveillance over the types 
of pollutants released into the at- 
mosphere. In the Los Angeles area, 
where smog is usually the weather 
forecast for the day. 
of control and study have resulted 
in two significant achievements; a 
substantial reduction in industrial 
and open-burning emissi nd the 
determiation that the real culprit, 
the biggest single source of air con- 
tamination, is the automobile. Hen-

In communities and indus 
plants across the country, s 
ful and unsuccessful effort 
velop effective pollution control 
methods have cost millions of dol- 

. The Wall Street Journal re- 

noted that studies on the 
subject suggest further outlay 
may range from $100 billion to $2’ 
billion by the year 2000. 

In addition to the high cost, 
The Wall Street Journal noted:

Another 
firm developed a filtering device 
in its grain elevators to capture and 
collect the grain dust which had 
once been a source of air pollution. 
It now compresses the’ collected 
dust into pellets and sells it as cat- 
tle feed. 

Air pollution is a community 
problem, reflecting population and 
economie growth — the unwanted 
by-products of a community’s pros- 
perity. The achievements made ot 
date by pollution control districts, 
corporations and communities in- 
dieate the country is not dragging 
its feet on the problem. There is, 
nevertheless, desperate need for 
new methods in controlling and li- 
miting the causes of air pollution. 

Economie progress has shown 
that solutions to tricky community 
problems are found when govern- 
ment and industry cooperate and 
support that which is needed and 
feasible. This relationship, with re 
gard to air pollution, prevails in 
communities. Its continuation will 
one day provide the solutions ne- 
cessary for the elimination of pol- 
lution in our air.

With more than 300,000 
fighting men stationed in Viet 
Nam and with the conflict 
costing billions of dollars, the 
American people have a right 
to expect that the Johnson ad- 
ministration will pursue the 
struggle to a victorious con- 
clusion. 

Despite the existence of this 
right, the U. S. public has not 
Yeceived proper, assurances 
froni-Mr-Johnson that this is 
what he intends to do. And 
some of the news concerning 
the patterns of warfare in Viet 
Nam contain disturbing evid- 
ence that victory over the com 
munists is not the administra- 
tion's goal despite the colossal 
American investment. in men 
and national treasure. 

To be specific, foreign cor- 
respondents report that ihe 
North Vietnamese — recently 
have received large numbers of 
new, high performance MIG: 
21 fighters from the Soviet 
Union, together with numbers 
of trained pilots and adequate 
supplies of jet fuel. The re 
ported doubling of the num- 
ber of modern MIGs in com- 
munist hands is very alarm- 
ing. American airmen in the 
skies over North Viet Nam al- 
ready facé formidable threats 
in the form of surface-to-air 
missiles (SAMs) and tremen- 
dous concentrations of con- 
ventional anti-arcraft guns. If 
the communists have access to 
many new interceptor aircraft 
American casualties are likely 
to. rise sharply in the months 
ahead, There already have been 
reports of markedly increased 
aerial contacts with the MIGs. 

What is especially dismay- 
ing in connection with these 
reports is the news that U. S. 
Navy and Air Force comman- 
ders are denied permission to 
attack the airfields in North 
Viet Nam on which the MIGs 
are based. It seems that these 
jet fields remain in the cate- 
gory of privileged sanctuary 
for the communist enemy 

The United States cannot af- 
ford to grant such privileged 
sanctuaries to the enemy. As 
September came to an end, U 
S. casualties soared to a new 
weekly high, with 970 men 
killed. wounded or missing 
The death toll of American 
dead in the Viet Nam маг 
reached 6.400 by Sept. 17. The 
Americans who have given 
their lives or suffered wounds 
have gone all out for their 
country. They have not stint 
ed themselves in courage or 
sacrifice. 

Consider the air war alone.

No Victory Goal 


Jet Pilots taking off from car- 
riers or airfields ashore risk 
their lives every time they 
penetrate enemy air space. A 
missile or anti-aircraft shell can 
knock them from the skies, 
and this frequently happens. 
Such sacrifice, such heroism, 
is justified when the civilian 
leaders in charge are as deter- 
mined to achieve victory as are 
the men in the cockpits of the 
aircraft. But the Johnson ad- 
ministration has not shown 
shown equal determination. 
Mr. Johnson and Secretary of 
Defense McNamara have not 
ordered destruction of — the 
most vital North Vietnamese 
targets. The Red airfields are 
still intact. The cities of North 
Viet, Nam are virtually im- 
mune from retaliation, though 
communist terrorists are at 
work in South Viet Nam's cit- 
ies. The North Vietnamese sy- 
stem of canals, on which the 
agriculture life of the com- 
munist land depends, has not 
been struck by U. S. bombers. 
Mr. McNamara has not given 
the word — that's why. 

Many observers of the war 
point out” that U. S. airmen 
are being asked to risk their 
lives in attacks on minor tar- 
gets — barracks, barges, sup- 
ply trains, and other objects 
of lesser importance. Certain- 
ly. this isn't the itional 
American way to fight a war. 
In the past, the U. S. always 
has struck for the enemy's vi- 
tals, hitting at his basic capa 
city to carry on the war. Yet in 
Viet Nam the lives of Ameri- 
cans are being expended in at- 
tacks on the frings of North 
Viet Nam's war-making capa- 
bilities. Oil facilities at Haip- 
hong have been struck, but the 
pert — vital to the Reds — has 


not been blockaded. And now 
the Reds are dispersing their 
fuel storage facilities. 

The truth is that this kind 
of fringe warfare could con- 
tinue forever, at terrific cost 
in American lives. It is a form 
of warfare that is grossly un- 
fair to the able young Ameri- 
can who fly the jets. If. they 
are to risk their lives, they 
should know that the powers 
that be in Washington аге 
backing them 100 per cent — 
determined to smash the en: 
emy and cripple his will to 
wage a communist war of ag- 
gression. The failure of the 
Johnson administration to pur- 
sue a victory-goal is a terribly 
costly failure — costly їп 
terms of American lives.

Of VA Law

Beach County Veterans’ Ser 
vice Officer, clarified a new 
provision of the law per- 
taining to any person who, 
аз a veteran of World War 
1, World War П or the Kor- 
ean Conflict, is eligible to 
receive increased rates on 
non-service connected pen- 
sion based on need of regu- 
lar aid and attendant. 

Mr. Vought says he may 
be furnished drugs or medi- 
cine ordered on prescription 
by duly licensed physicians. 
as a specific therapy in the 
treatment of an illness or 
injury suffered by the vet- 
eran, 

This provision is appli- 
cable only to those veterans 
receiving this aid and at- 
tendant rate under Public 
Law 86-211, commonly call- 
ed the new pension law.

For Schools, 
Junior Colleges 


TALLAHASSEE — State 


Comptroller Fred O. (Bud) 
Dickinson, Jr. today an- 
nounced the release of $21,- 
153.652 in state funds for the 
operation of county schools 
and junior colleges in Florida. 

The money, a monthly re- 
lease to county boards of pub- 
lic instruction, was $893,045 
more than the release for Octo 
ber, 1965. 

Of the: total, $19,097,772 
went for kindergartens, ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
in the state's 67 counties, said 
Dickinson. 

Of this sum, $16,673,506 
came from the minimum found 
ation program, An additional 
$2,424,266 сате from the 
county school sales tax fund, 
Dickinson. noted. 

The remaining $2,045,880 
went to school boards in 25 
counties for junior college 
functions. This money was 
made up of sums from the 
minimum foundation pro- 
gram, the sales tax fund and 
special appropriations,

Too Late To 
Clossify 


By Russell Kay 

While Congress is concera- 
ing itself with traffic safet 
and scems inclined to place 
the blame largely on car manu- 
facturers for their failure to 
provide better safety engine 
ing. they might do well to take 
a hard look at traffic laws and 
regulations throughout the na- 
tion 

1 am not discounting the 
need for the building of safer 
cars and the use of every sa- 
fety device. I believe that a 
great many accidents occurr- 
ing today can be charged dir- 
ectly to the lack of standard 
nationwide traffic laws. 

The motorist im interstate 
travel today finds himself con- 
fronted with so many contrary 
rules and regulations that it 
is a wonder there are not more 
accidents. 

These rules and regulations 
differ not only from state to 
state but from city to city. A 
motorist who lives in a com- 
munity where a right turn is 
permitted on red forms a ha- 
bit of following such ruling 
mechanically, but when he en- 
ters another community he 
finds he can turn on green 
only. 

Or he may live in a state 
wheré a car making a left 
turn must yield the right of 
way until all cars coming in the 
opposite direction have pas- 
sed 

Now suppose he is travel- 
ing in interstate. He enters а 
state where a driver turning 
left who is in the intersection 
first has the right of way. He 
need not stop to let the on- 
coming cars go by. As he ap- 
proaches an intersection he is 
amazed t0 sec a car making 
a left turn directly across the 
path of his car. 

In some states the motorist 
is forbidden to pass another 
car where there is a solid yel- 
low line to the right of the 
center strip. He. will find that 
in the next state he enters, such 
a line is only precautionary 
and he may pass if in his judg- 
ment he can do so safely. In 
another state the’ line may be 
at the side instead of in the 
center of the road and if the 
driver fails to notice it and 
passes the car ahead he gets 
a ticket. 

If you will check statistics 
of automobile accidents you 
will find fourteen percent of 
the fatal accidents occurring 
in the nation involve out-of- 
state drivers, most of whom 
were confused and did not un 
derstand local traffic regula- 
tions. 

It seems to me that it would 
not be too difficult to work 
out a standard set of traffic 
regulations that would be uni- 
form on a nationwide bas 
which would enable the mw- 
torist to drive safely with the 
assurance that the regulations 
applying in his Mate also ap- 
ply throughout jhe pation. 

Such uniform laws it seems 
to me would go a Tong way to- 
ward helping to solve our pre- 
sent accident record. We 
should do everything in our 
power to eliminate the confu 
sion that exist stoday. 

Even the signals motorists 
are called on to use differ in 
different states. We learn to 
extend the arm horizontally 
for a left turn or upward for 
a right turn, downward for a 
stop or slow down but it may 
surprise you to know that in 
some states signals differ dras- 
tically.

1967 Sugarcane 
Acreages Told 


Florida's sugarcane farms 
will be alloted about 198,100 
acres for production of the 
1967 sugarcane crop accord- 
ing to Sam Schooley, ASCS 
County Office _ Manager. 
This is approximately the 
same acreage as for this 
year's crop. 

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture announced the 
determination of proport- 
ionale shares (farm acreage 
allotments) for sugarcane 
farms in the-Malnland su- 
gar area of Florida and 
Louisiana for the 1967 crop 
on September 8. Louisiana 
will be allotted about 316,- 
720 acres for sugarcane pro- 
duction. Marketing within 
such shares is one of the 
conditions which must be 
met by producers to qual- 
ify for payments under the 
Sugar Act 

According to USDA of. 
ficials, the /decision to re- 
strict marketings of sugar- 
cane on individual farms 
was based on the need to 
prevent accumulation of su- 
gar stocks over those need- 
ed for quota and carry over 
requirements. Sugar pro- 
duction from the restricted 
1966 crop is now estimated 
at 1,150,000 to 1,200,000 tons 
with a marketing quota of 
1,100,000, tons. The effec- 
tive inventory of sugar on 
nuary 1, 1967, would be 
50,000 to 100,000 greater 
ап the 670,000 tons inven- 
a year earlier. 

Individual farm acreage 
allotments will also be ap- 
proximately the same as in 
effect for the 1966 crop 
where the farm grew at 
t 90 percent of its 1966 
allotment. This method est- 
ablishes bases at the same 
level as last year's share 
unless the farm operator 
tentionally underplanted 
s farm's 1966 share by

One of the more valuable 
aids a Florida farmer has dur- 
ing a winter growing season is 
the frost forecast and freeze 
information provided by the 
Federal-State Agricultural Wea 
ther Service. 

From November 1 through 
March 31, the Service will is- 
sue three bulletins daily from 
its Lakeland headquarters over 
a special teletype network 
which extends from Kaines- 
ville to Daytona Beach on the 
north to Ft. Myers to Home- 
stead on the south. 

The information will include 
daily district weather fore- 
casts, shipper's forecast, se- 
vere storm bulletins, five-day 
outlooks, hourly radar reports 
on rainfall areas, and crop 
damage reports from Florida, 
California and Texas 

An individual or organiza- 
tion interested in installing re- 
ceiver equipment should con- 
tact the Lakeland office of the 
Service 

Our fruit and vegetable 
growers have come to rely on 
the Service to warn them far 
enough in advance so that they 
can take the- necessary steps 
10 initiate protection measures. 

This is the 32nd year the 
Service has been in operation. 
It is sponsored by the Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions and the U. S. Weather 
Bureau. 

Florida's winter vegetable 
growers can expect a contin- 
wed demand at a high level 
and an increase in competition 
from foreign imports, parti- 
cularly from Mexico. 

These are only two of many 
interesting facts contained in 
the Florida Acreage-Market- 
ing Guide recently published 
by the University of Florida's 
Vegetable Crops Department. 

It points out that in order 
for the state's growers to cash 
in on the demand, they will 
have to have a well-balanced 
production. Next year's pric- 
es, according to the guide, will 
depend to a great extent on 
production prospects for each 
crop and on the distribution 
of harvesting 

Mexico is expected to con- 
tinue its sharp upward trend 
in winter vegetable exports to 
the United States, That coun- 
try presently accounts for 
more than 90 per cent of the 
total imports of winter Vege- 
tables to the U. S. 

Imports of tomatoes, cucum 
bers, peppers, and eggplants 
rose 30 percent last season 
over 1964-65. This coming sea- 
son we can expect a corres- 
ponding increase in imports if 
production and marketing costs 
in the U. S. keep going up. 

These costs, of course, re- 
sult in higher prices for Amer- 
ican goods and thereby en- 
courage the purchasing of low- 
er-priced Mexican produce. 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture's announcement 
that it will purchase up to 
$20-million worth of Florida 
range concentrate for the fed- 
eral school lunch program 
certainly was received with fa- 
vor among the state's citrus 
growers. 

Early estimates have placed 
this season's crop at 139,400,- 
000 boxes. This is a 39 per- 
cent increase over the past sea 
son. 

USDA indicated 
they would initiate the pur- 
chase of the Florida concen- 
trate if there was a surplus. 
And, judging from the predict- 
ed record-breaking yield, there 
will be. 

However, the Florida Cit- 
rus Commission and several 
cooperatives had already be- 
gun to map plans to effective- 
ly dispose of the hugh crop. 
At any fate, the future looks 
a great deal brighter at the 
moment for the movement of 
the concentrate compared
